Alma  Lucas  Writes  ttie  Best  Story  of 
the  Trip  of  the  Class  On 
Journalism. 

Pleasure. 

The  Journalism  Class,  the  news 
gatherers  and  editors  of  the  Green 
and  White  Courier  under  the  guidance 
of  Miss  Winn,  visited  the  Tribune 
printing  office  Monday  of  last  weok, 
during  the  regular  class  period.  The 
object  of  the  visit  was  to  learn  the 
process  a  paper  must  go  thru  after  it 
leaves  the  hands  of  the  reporters,  ed¬ 
itors  and  copy  readers. 

Immediately  after  the  Staff  assem¬ 
bled  at  the  Tribune  office  we  were 
conducted  from  the  editorial  rooms  to 
the  mechanical  department.  The  first 
room  to  be  inspected  was  the  com¬ 
posing  room.  The  great  point  of  in¬ 
terest  here  was  the  linotype  machine, 
W'here  the  copy  after  being  cut  into 
^Hakes’’  is  composed  into  type.  The 
linotypist  by  operating  a  keyboard 
not  unlike  that  of  a  type  writer,  sets 
the  huge  machine  in  motion.  A  mag¬ 
azine  containing  matrices  or  counter¬ 
sunk  letter  molds,  together  with  a 
casting  mechanism  for  producing  lines 
or  bars  of  words,  is  put  in  motion.  The 
class  was  able,  due  to  the  kindness  of 
the  linotypist,  to  watch  the  compli¬ 
cated  and  delicate  movements.  By 
touching  the  keys,  the  linotypist  re¬ 
leases  letter  by  letter  an  entire  line 
of  matrices,  which  are  automatically 
made  into  the  assembling  stick  at  the 
left  and  above  the  keyboard,  ready 
to  be  molded  into  a  lino  of  type.  When 
the  line  is  full  the  machinist  then 
pulls  a  lever  which  releases  molten 
lead  on  the  matrices  and  casts  a  slug 
of  metal  representing  the  letters  he 
has  just  touched  on  the  keys.  The 
machine  cuts  and  trims  this  slug  and 
convoys  it  to  its  proper  galley  for 
finished  linos. 

The  class  was  greatly  interested  in 
the  linotype  maclnnc  and  the  operator 
spared  no  pains  to  show  us  exactly 
how  it  operated. 

We  were  next  taken  below  to  the 
stereotyping  and  press  rooms.  In  the 
former  we  saw  the  machine,  hut  not 
in  operation,  on  wliich  cuts  for  the 
papers  are  made.  An  interesting  pro¬ 
cess  was  that  where  the  used  slugs 
were  being  melted  ready  for  use  again. 

In  the  press  room  we  saw  two  huge 
press  machines  in  motion.  Groat  rolls 
of  paper,  which  may  be  either,  four, 
six  or  eight  pages  in  size  were  held  on 
the  maehine.  The  paper  runs  thru  and 
issues,  printed,  cut  and  folded.  The

As  the  higher 
institutions  <‘n>pc:tl  more  and  more  to 
the  public  for  financial  support,  it 
seems  possible  that  either  one  or  two 
things  m.ay  happen:  Either  there  will 


Adoption  of  a  general  examination 
as  a  requisite  for  a  degree  at  Harvard 
University  has  created  considerable 
interest  among  educators  thruout  the 
country.  The  new  system,  which  is 
modeled  after  the  English  system,  re¬ 
volutionizes  instruction  at  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  institution.  This  examination 
does  not  simply  touch  on  the  courses 
which  the  individual  students  happen 
to  have  taken.  It  may  touch  also  on 
the  gaps  between  the  courses.  For  ex¬ 
ample  if  a  man’s  field  of  concentra¬ 
tion  is  English  literature  and  he  is 
given  a  question  on  Dr.  Johnson,  it  is 
no  excuse  to  say  that  he  never  had  a 
course  which  included  Johnson,  that 
he  only  took  courses  on  Shakespeare 
and  Dickens  and  the  Romantic  poets, 
.nnd  ninteenth  century  literature.  He 
is  supposed  to  fill  in  the  gaps  for  him¬ 
self  and  to  use  his  choice  of  courses  as 
a  means  of  obtaining  mastery  of  his 
field.

The  regularity  of 
the  field  which  seemed  like  small 
blocks  in  size,  the  neatness  of  the 
farm  homes,  the  greeness  of  the  trees, 
the  whole  awe-inspiring  beauty  of  the 
universe  crept  over  me. 

The  plane  swayed  and  slightly  tip¬ 
ped  as  the  pilot  circled  straight  into 
the  flaming  September  sunset,  which 
cast  a  soft  glow  over  the  earth  as  if 
bidding  it  a  lingering  good  night.

The 
college,  shrunk  in  size,  hut  neverthe¬ 
less  lending  an  unconscious  dignity  to 
the  campus  seemed  at  rest  in  a  sacred 
peace  on  that  Sabbath  evening. 

I  seemed  to  oee  the  hurrying  stud¬

skirting  the  town.  A  lovely,  blue  and 
purple  haze  hung  over  the  scene  Avrap- 
ping  it  in  a  soft  and  ethereal  blanket 
to  guard  it  until  the  rosy  dawn  should 
bid  it  a  joyous  greeting.  A  poignant 
appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  God’s 
handiwork  stole  over  me  while  I  mar¬ 
velled  that  such  a  master  piece  of 
art  molded  and  painted  by  the  Master- 
Hand  should  ever  seem  commonplace. 

The  plane  circled  two  or  three  times 
and  familiar  objects  came  nearer  and 
nearer  as  the  plane  settled  gently  to 
earth,  gliding  gently  to  a  stop.  As  I 
alighted  I  was  reverently  grateful  for 
the  privilege  of  gliding  thru  the  sun¬ 
set  sky;  gaining  there  from  a  wider 
appreciation  of  our  world  about  us.

That  the  scholarship  standards  of 
an  American  college  are  determined 
largely  by  the  sentiment  of  alumni 
and  the  public  is  not  a  new  idea.  The 
extent  to  which  a  college  faculty, 
supported  by  its  trustees  or  other  gov¬ 
erning  board,  can  impose  high  stand¬ 
ards  upon  an  unwilling  community,  is 
problematical.  In  the  past  15  years 
the  initiative  shown  by  college  author¬ 
ities  has  accomplished  much'.  But 
with  enthusiastic  support  more  could 
bo  done. 

^It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  Presi- 
niakes  his  appeal  to  the  public  in  the 
annual  report  published  today.  He 
shows  not  only  that  some  parents  are 
utterly  indifferent  regarding  the  scho¬ 
larship  of  students  but  that  they  want 
disciplinary  regulations  relaxed  for 


arise  a  demand  that  the  educational 
results  shall  be  eommensurated  with 
the  cost  of  maintaining  youths  for 
four  years  at  college,  or  else  the  col¬ 
leges  will  be  looked  upon  as  primarily 
social  and  athletic  institutions  whose 
advantages  will  be  demanded  alike  by 
the  sons  of  wage-earners  and  pro- 
riteers. 

Uj>  to  the  present  the  infiltration 
of  students  from  poor  homes  has  been 
a  steadying  force  in  American  educa¬ 
tional  life.  These  young  men  have 
known  somthing  of  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  an  education  and  have  ap¬ 
preciated  its  value;  moreover,  they 
have  usually  felt  the  need  of  applying- 
themselves  with  diligence  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  ;i  career.  It  they  have  some¬ 
times  emphasized  the  bread-winning- 
motive  beyond  what  is  desirable  from 
the  point  of  view  of  a  broad  and 
sound  educational  ideal,  their  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  college  has  been  invalu¬ 
able  because  of  the  large  number  of 
students  mth  no  ide.als  at  all.  But  if 
a  demand  for  the  adventitious  bene¬ 
fits  of  college  life  should  eventually 
extend  to  all  sections  of  the  commun¬ 
ity,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  in¬ 
stitutions  -would  meet  it. 

The  more  firmly  high  standards  be¬ 
come  intrenched,  the  easier  it  will  be 
in  the  future  to  resist  improper  pross- 
ufe  from  any  source.  Nothing  is  more 
essential  at  present  than  to  exclude 
students  who  will  not  w-ork  and  to 
spurn  the  pleas  of  parents,  no  matter 
how’  w'enllhy,  who  have  no  conception 
of  the  value  either  of  edueation  or  of 
discipline.

A  child  w'ith 
an  open  mind  anxious  for  knowledge 
asks  a  question  and  receives  the 
answ^er,  “I’m  busy,  don’t  bother  me 
now.”  We  refuse  to  give  knowledge 
at  the  particular  moment  when  it 
would  be  most  eagerly  received  and 


The  Waste  of  War. 

Every  generation  has  it’s  own  pe¬ 
culiar  problems.  New'  situations  arise 
where  there  is  no  precedent  to  guide 
us,  so  we  arc  called  on  to  make  our 
special  contribution. 

The  great  W’orld  w.ar  is  over;  the 
armies  have  disbanded;  the  navies 
have  returned  to  their  home  ports;  the 
aeroplanes  are  used  for  peaceful  pur¬ 
poses;  all  of  thq  glamour  and  romance 
are  gone  and  with  disillusioned  eyes 
we  see  war  as  it  really  is.  We  are  re¬ 
minded  of  Lamia  in  the  Greek  legend. 

Lamia,  a  beautiful  woman  feasted 
the  wits  of  Athens.  As  they  sat 
crowned  with  flowers,  they  pleged  her 
beauty  in  golden  cups  briming  with 
wine  like  molten  rubies.  ‘  ‘Beautiful 
beautiful  Lamia”  sang  the  intoxicated 
chorus,  but  the  philosopher  who  sat 
among  them  fixed  his  relentless  eyes 
upon  her  and  gazed  at  her  untill  she 
arose  from  the  table  indignant.  Proud¬ 
ly  and  with  dazzling  beauty  she  defied 
him.  “Be.autiful  beautiful  Lamia” 
sang  the  intoxicated  chorus,  but  still 
the  relentless  eyes  gazed  upon  hed  un¬ 
til  at  last  shrinking  and  wavering,  the 
Vipniififiil  form  dwindled  and  drooped 


when  the  throbbing  earth  sends  mes¬ 
sages  which  can  be  understood  only  by. 
those  who  love  nature;  when  the  south 
wind  caressing  the  mutilated  earth 
whispers,  “waste,  waste,”  and  you 
will  loathe  this  serpent  war.  • 

Go  with  me  to  the  large  commercial 
centers  of  Europe.  Note  the  empty 
sleeves,  empty  trouser  legs,  empty 
eyesockets.  Every  empty  sleeve, 
every  tap  t)f  a  crutch,  every  sightless 
eye  is  mute  testimony  of  the  w.aste  of 
w-ar.  Go  with  me  to  Fl.ander’s  Fields 
where  poppies  grow;  look  at  the  cross¬ 
es.  Each  one  represents  a  loss  to  the 
world  which  cannot  be  estim.ated  in 
dollars  and  cents.  Can  money  repay 
band?  No,  a  human  life  is  beyond 
price.  It  is  the  one  thing  that  man 
with  all  of  his  ingenuity  cannot  re¬ 
store. 

Forty  million  lives  were  lost  in  this 
war.  Forty  million  hideous  skeletons 
form  a  ghostly  chorus  and  sing  ‘  ‘  the 
waste  of  war,  the  waste  of  war.”  Pos¬ 
terity  Avill  be  taxed  for  a  hundred 
years  and  suffer  because  w'e  have 
squandered  their  heritage. 

This  one  of  the  problems  the  pres¬ 
ent  generation  is  called  upon  to  solve. 
The  world  is  in  an  uproar;  the  people 
discontented;  business  unstable;  even 
religion  has  been  shaken.  What  Avill 
wo  do  about  it?  Is  the  w'orld  to  go 
on  wasting  it’s  resources  and  stopping

01  neglect.  Form  daily  habits  in 
work,  punctuality,  cleanliness,  deep 
breathing  and  they  will  do  as  much 
work  for  you  as  the  highest  salaried 
deputy. 

Every  sign  of  physical  complaint  is 
a  warning.  Don’t  answer,  ‘‘I  can’t 
be  bothered.”  Every  decaying  tooth, 
B  sore  throat  or  a  tendency  to  shirk 
or  neglect  is  a  warning  you  are  be¬ 
coming  inefficient.  The  thing  you 
will  not  bo  bothered  with  is  the  one 
of  neglect  which  will  bother  you  in 
the  future.

Eng¬ 
land,  the  financhial  center  of  the 
world  is  almost  bankrupt;  her  empty 
coffers  cry,  “waste,  w’aste. ”  Go  with 
me  to  the  shell-torn  fields  of  Prance 
and  Belgium;  look  at  the  farms  wrhich 
a  few'  years  ago  were  covered  with 
crops;  where  old  stone  houses,  ivy 
covered  made  one  of  the  most  pictur¬ 
esque  landscapes  imaginable — What  do 
you  see  now?

Student  Belief  in  Europe. 

European  students  in  Australia^ 
Germany,  Hungary  and  Poland  are 
in  immediate  need  of  assistance  from 
other  countries  if  they  are  to  continue 
their  AVork. 

The  ability  of  these  countries  to  re¬ 
cover  their  status  us  nations  in  the 
future  Avill  be  determined  principally 
by  the  graduates  of  these  colleges. 
Many  of  the  former  students  and  edu¬ 
cated  men  have  been  killed  in  the 
late  Avar.  This  leaves  central  Europe 
without  the  men  Avho  can  mold  the 
opinions  of  the  people  and  direct  the 
recovery  of  their  financial,  social  and 
political  enterprises. 

The  present  students  are  the  ones 
thiit  must  fill  the  places.  As  soon  as 
conditions  become  stabilized  the  na¬ 
tions  Avill  prosper  and  all  tlie  other 
nations  of  the  Avorld  ijrosper  by  trad¬ 
ing  Avitli  central  Europe. 

Think  of  the  food,  clothing  and 
shelter  of  the  average  college  group 
in  American  Schools  today.  Then  con¬ 
trast  this  Avith  the  situation  in  Eur¬ 
ope. 

You  Avill  find  in  Europe  many 
students  Avho  are  liAMiig  on  one  meal 
a  day  and  that  consisting  of  a  ration 
of  bad  bread  (made  largely  from  po¬ 
tato  peeling  etc.)  and  black  coffee. 
Even  the  small  amount  of  food  he  ob¬ 
tains  is  secured  at  one  half  the  actual 
cost  price. 

Many  students  are  Avearing  A\iiat  is 
left  of  the  clothes  purchased  in  1914. 
At  i>resent  prices  it  is  impossible  for 
the  students  to  purchase  clothing  or  to 
obtain  soap  for  cleaning  clothes. 

Rooms  for  studying  and  sleeping  are 
cold  and  Avithout  lights. 

Man}'  students  sleep  in  lodging 
houses,  railroad  stations,  bathrooms, 
etc. 

Because  of  these  conditions  many 
students  are  ill,  tuberculosis  being 
prevalent  in  many  schools.  Medical 
attention  is  impossible  for  it  would 
take  the  price  of  meal  eA'en  AA’hen 
proper  medical  assistance  should  be  ob¬ 
tained. 

Students  can  obtain  AVork  only  us 
teachers  and  there  is  already  an  over 
supply  of  these  making  the  wages  se¬ 
cured  in  this  manner  very  low.  Oth¬ 
er  work  is  closed  because  of  a  dis¬ 
crimination  by  trades  or  politics. 

Rome  of  the  results  of  the  above 
conditions  are:  Lowering  of  intel¬ 
lectual  standards;  increase  of  crime 
ami  suicides;  and  many  students  are 
leaving  for  other  forms  of  work. 

Many  of  the  universities,  colleges 
and  high  schools  in  America  are  con¬ 
tributing  to  their  relief.

Talk  .  Miss  TIopkins 


Tho  talk  given  by  Miss  Hopkins 
was  "The  Steps  Toward  Christian 
Unity."  A  friend  of  Miss  Hopkins 
spent  twenty-five  years  in  missionary 
work  in  India.  After  her  preparation 
in  this  country,  she  spent  one  year 
learning  tho  language  of  tho  people 
of  India.  In  looking  at  tho  beauties 
of  nature  she  became  inspired  and 
fergat  her  hoinesickness,  The  mis- 
isionary  has  a  very  comfortable  home 
life,  usually  a  home  of  her  own  con¬ 
sisting  of  probably  four  rooms,  not 
including  the  servants  quarters.  Great 
interest  is  shown  in  the  social  affairs, 
inueU  stress  is  laid  on  the  decorations 


and  refreshments.  One  of  the  pleas¬ 
ant  features  of  the  missionary ’s  life 
is  the  summer  camp.  Tiiey  are  carried 
by  "dandy  men"  in  a  "dandy"  to 
the  camp. 

The  church  work  of  the  missionary 
is  similar  to  that  in  this  country;  the 
regular  church  services  including  the 
mid-week  service,  Sunday  School  and 
Missionarj’  meeting.  There  are  three 
main  features  of  w’ork  for  the  mission¬ 
ary,  as  the  teacher,  the  soci.al  worker, 
and  the  medical  worker.  The  social 
worker  makes  visits  to  the  homes  of 
the  people  usually  visiting  about  tw-en- 
ty-five  villages  on  one  trip.  There 
is  .a  great  Avork  for  the  medical  work¬ 
ers.  It  is  very  difficult  to  make  the 
people  of  India  observe  health  rules 
because  of  tlicir  superstitions.  Some 
interesting  direct  results  of  the  work 
of  the  missionaries  arc:  the  spirit  of 
democracy;  Indian  Christianity — the 
real  tot.al  being  about  four  million, 
the  Protestant  Christians  being  num¬ 
bered  one  million  seven  hundred  thou¬ 
sand;  the  moral  spirit  of  Christianity 
prevails  outside  of  the  Church;  the 
Cliristian  theological  thought;  the 
Christian  cduc.ational  infulence. 

A  great  oneness  of  thought  has  come 
to  the  church  of  India.  R.apid  pro¬ 
gress  is  being  made  towards  the  un¬ 
ion  of  th  churches. 

The  sceret.ary’s  report  Avas  given 
and  the  meeting  closed  Avith  the  bene¬ 
diction. 

Assembly  Notes 

Mr.  Cauffield  made  a  very  interest¬ 
ing  talk  in  assembly  Inst  Tuesday  on 
the  Panama  Can.al.  He  used  along 
Avith  his  lecture  tAvo  m.aps  of  the  Can¬ 
al  Avhich  jiidcd  much  in  his  explana¬ 
tion  of  it  and  of  its  construction. 

Mr.  Cauffield  explained  the  history 
of  the  canal,  its  construction  and  the 
economic  A’alue  it  has  to  the  United 
States  a  ad  the  AA’orld. 

Among  the  interesting  things  dis¬ 
cussed  AA'ere,  the  locks  and  the  lakes 
of  the  canal. 

Mr.  Cauffield  said,  "Missouri 
should  be  espocailly  proud  as  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  ceiueut  used  in  tho  con- 
slruc'tion  of  this  massive  feat  of  en¬ 
gineering  Avas  manufactured  at  the 
.\tln8  Portland  Cement  Company’s 
plant  at  Hannibal  and  shipped  doAA'ii 
the  xMississippi  to  the  gulf."

The 
toAA’u  contains  many  nationalities,  one 
of  her  pupils  speaking  four  languages.
